2. Number of post, classification and scale of pay.—The 
number of tile .said post, its classification and scale of pay 
attached thereto shall be as specified in columns 2 to 4 of the 
schedule annexed hereto. 

3. Method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications elc,—

4. Disqualification.—No person, 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with 
a person having a spouse living, or

that such marriage is permissible under the personal 
law applicable to such person and the other party 
to the marriage and that there are other grounds 
for so doing, exempt any person from thf operation 
of this rule. 

5. Power to relax.—Where the Central Government is of 
die opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, 
by order, for reasons to be recorded in writing relax any

fi. Saving.—Nothing in these rales shall affect rescivaliorr 
iclaxation of ago limit and olhei concessions required to bo 
provided for the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes Ex- 
serviemen and other special categories of persons in accor¬ 
dance with the orders issued by the Central Government from 
time to time in this regard.

G.S.R. 140.—In exercise of the powers conferred by the 
proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the President 
hereby makes the following rules regulating the method of 
recruitment to the post of Library Attendant in the Ministry 
of Agriculture {Department of Agriculture and Cooperation), 
namely :— 

1, Short title and commencement.—(1) These rules may 
be called the Department of Agriculture and Cooperation, 
Library Attendant Recruitment Rules, 1996. 

(2) They shall come into force on the dale of their 
publication in the Official Gazette. 

2, Number of posts, classification and scale of pay.—The 
number of the said post, its classification and scale of pay 
attached thereto shall be as specified in columns 2 to 4 of the 
schedule annexed to these rules. 

3, Method of recruitment, age limit and other qualifica¬ 
tions.—The method of recruitment, to the said post, age limit, 
qualifications and other matters relating thereto shall be as 
specified in columns 5 to 14 of the said schedule. 


4. Disqualifications.—No person, 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with 
a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or 
contracted a marriage with any person, 

shall be eligible for appointment to the said ptfbt : 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied 
that such marriage is permissible under the personal 
law applicable to such person and the other party 
to the marriage and that there are other grounds 
for so doing, exempt any person from the operation 
of this rule. 

5. Power to relax.—Where the Central Government is of 
the opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, 
by order and for reasons to be recorded in writing, relax any 
of the provisions of these rules ,vith respect to any class or 
categoy of persons. 

6. Savings.—Nothing in these rules shall affect reservation, 
relaxation of age limit and other concessions required to be 
provided for the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes Ex- 
serviemen and other special categories of persons in accor¬ 
dance with the orders issued by the Central Government from 
time to time to this regard,

G.S.R. 141. -In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 of the Constitution and in 
supersession of (i) the Department of Agriculture and Cooperation, Deputy Commissioner (Seeds) Recruitment 
Rules, 1983, (ii) the Department of Agriculture & Cooperation, Deputy Commissioner (Quality Control) 
Recruitment Rules, 1985 (iii) the Department of Agriculture and Cooperation Assistant Commissioner (Seeds 
Development) Recruitment Rules, 1979. 1988, and (iv) the Department of Agriculture and Cooperation, Assistant 
Director (Seeds) Recruitment Rules, 1988 except as respects things done or omitted to be done before such super- 
sessions, the President hereby makes the technical Group ‘A’ & ‘B’ posts in the Seeds Division under the Department 
of Agriculture and Cooperation, namely :— 

1. Short title and commencement—(1) These rules may be called the Department of Agricul¬ 
ture and Cooperation (Group ‘A’ and Group l B’) Recruitment Rules, 1997. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 
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2. Number of the posts, glassification and scale of pay—The number of the said posts, their 
classification and the scale of pay attached thereto shall be as specified in columns 2 to 4 of the 
Schedule annexed to the rules. 

3. Method of recruitment, age limit and other qualification.—The method of recruitment, to the said posts, 
age limit, qualifications and other matters relating there!o shall be as specified in columns 5 to 14 of the 
said Schedule. 

(4.) Disqualifications.- No persons.- 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with a person having a spouse living 
or 

fb) who having a spouse living has entered into or contracted a marriage with any person, 
shall be eligible for appointment to the said posts : 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that such marriage is permissible under the 
personal law applicable to such person and the other party to the marriage and that there are other 
grounds for so doing, exempt any person from the operation of this rule, 

5 Power to relax,- Where the Central Government is of the opinion that is necessary or expedient so to do 
it may by order, lor reasons to be recorded in writing, and in consultation with the Union Public Service 
Commission, relax any of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class or category of persons. 

6. Saving.—Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations, relaxation of age-limit and other consessions 
required to be provided for the Scheduled castes, the Scheduled Tribes. Ex-Servicemen and other special 
categories of persons in accordance with the orders issued by the Central Government from time to time 
in this regard.

“Provided that if any person appointed to the Assistants' 
Grade is considered for promotion to the Section 
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Officers’ Grade under this sub-rule, all persons 
senior to him in the Assistants’ Grade, who have 
rendered not less than six years’ approved service 
in that Grade, shall also be considered for promo¬ 
tion, notwithstanding the fact that they may not 
have rendered eight years’ approved service in that 
Grade provided further that the aforesaid condition 
of six years’ approved service shall not apply to 
a person belonging to tho Scheduled Castes or the 
Scheduled Tribes,”

person belonging to the Scheduled Castes or the 
Scheduled Tribes",

G.S.R. 145.—In exercise of the powers conferred by the 
proviso to article 309 of the Constitution and in supersession 
of the Vocational Rehabilitation Centres (Group ‘C’ and 
‘D’ posts) Recruitment Rules, 1980 in so fur as they relate 
to the posts of Workshop Engineer and Rehabilitation Coun¬ 
sellor, except as respects things done or omitted to he done 
before such supersession, the President hereby makes the 
following rule regulating the method of recruitment to the 
posts of Workshop Engineer and Rehabilitation Counsellor 
in the offices of the Vocational Rehabilitation Centres under 
the Directorate General of Employment and Training, Ministry 
of Labour, namely :— 

1. Short title and commencement.—(i) These rules may 
be called the Vocational Rehabilitation Centres (Group ‘B’ 
Non-Gazetted posts) Recruitment Rules, 1996, 

(li) They shall come into force on the dale of their 
publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Number of the post, its classification and scale of pay,— 
The number of the said posts, their classification and scale of 
pay attached thereto shall be us specified in columns 2 to 4 
of the schedule annexed to these rules. 

3. Method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications etc.— 
The method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications and 


other matters relating to the said posts shall be as specified 
in columns 5 to 14 of the said schedule. 

4. Disqualifications.—No person, 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with 
a person having a spouse living, or 

lb) who, having a spouse living, has entered into oi 
contracted a marriage with any person, 

shall be eligible for appointment to the said post : 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied 
that such marriage is permissible under the personal 
law applicable to such person and the other party 
to the marriage and that there ate other grounds 
for so doing, exempt any person from the operation 
of this rule, 

5. Power to relax.—Where the Central Government is of 
the opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, 
hy order, for reasons to be recorded in writing, and in consul¬ 
tation with t)ie Union Public Service Commission, relax any 
of Ihc provisions of Ihese rules with respect to any class or 
catcgoy of persons. 

6. Saving.—Nothing in these rules shall ufFect reservation, 
relaxation of age limit and other concessions required to be 
provided for candidates belonging to the Scheduled Castes, 
the scheduled tirbes, ex-servicemen and other special cate¬ 
gories of persons in accordance with the orders issued by 
the Central Government fro mtime to time in this regard.
